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My  sisters,  I  feel  a  little  sorry  for  my  delayed  appear- 
ance, with  my  Brethren,  so  that  your  program  was  inter- 
rupted, but  I  trust  that  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  will  be  present 
with  us.  I  esteem  it  a  great  privilege  to  be  present  at  the 
Relief  Society  Conference  of  this  Church,  and  I  hope  that 
this  organization  will  always  remain  what  it  was  designed 
for  when  first  organized  by  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith ;  for 
it  derives  its  authority  from  the  inspired  organization  which 
was  made  by  him  in  Nauvoo  in  the  year  1842,  and  its  initial 
purpose  should  never  be  lost  sight  of.  To  minister  to  the 
necessities  of  our  own  people  and  then  to  the  stranger 
within  our  gates. 

One  of  the  principal  objects  of  this  organization  is  to 
consider  carefully  and  at  all  times,  first,  the  needs  of  the 
Latter-day  Saints  and,  secondly,  the  strangers  within  our 
gates.  All  the  children  of  God  have  a  claim  on  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Association,  but  the  obligation  of  the  society 
rests  first  with  the  children  of  the  kingdom,  with  the 
covenant  people.  It  is  essential  that  we  should  look  after 
the  sick,  the  poor,  the  helpless  and  the  aged  among  our  own 
people,  and  then  extend  our  charity,  and  kindness,  and 
attention,  and  loving  care  to  others  as  far  as  it  is  in  our 
power  to  do  so. 

This  organization  is  not  to  be  understood  as  a  money- 
making  organization.  It  will  never  be  understood  to  be 
that,  if  its  work  is  continued  along  the  lines  originally  out- 
lined. It  is  not  an  organization  purposely  formed  for  the 
accumulation  of  wealth,  only  in  so  far  as  that  is  found 
necessary  for  the  needs  of  the  poor  and  the  helpless  to 
whom  it  can  be  administered.  It  is  not  destined  to  make 
money  for  any  one,  fOr  it  is  not  an  individual  affair  by 
any  means.  Yet  you  have  a  right  to  gather  means  from 
those  who  have  to  distribute  to  those  who  have  not.  Use 
it  with  care  and  economy,  not  wasting  your  substance ;  also 
use  it  legally  and  lawfully  for  the  purposes  for  which  it 
was  gathered. 

Yet  while  the  purpose  of  the  society  is  not  to  accumulate 
money,  it  is  your  duty  to  gather  and  use  the  funds  you 
gather  for  relief  of  suffering.  Not  only  the  poor  and  sick, 
you  must  remember,  but  the  aged  must  be  cared  for.     At- 


tention  and  help  must  be  given  these  people,  not  only  from 
the  tithes  of  the  Church,  which  are  always  liberally  used 
for  that  purpose,  from  moneys  which  are  gathered  from 
fast  offerings  and  contributions,  but  from  the  loving  care 
and  watchfulness  of  the  members  of  the  Relief  Society. 
They  must  be  fed  if  necessary,  or  clothed,  or  assisted  in 
other  ways.  But  these  are  only  temporary  needs  of  the 
poor  and  the  suffering.  They  must  also  be  administered  to 
from  the  affections  of  the  heart  as  far  as  it  is  possible  for 
the  members  of  the  society  to  do  so.  Not  only  these,  but 
we  have  those  amongst  us  who  are  not  wary,  who  have 
neglected  the  admonitions  of  their  parents  and  guardians; 
those  who  are  not  quick  to  comprehend,  who  have  neglected 
their  own  enlightenment,  the  ignorant.  It  is  not  only  the 
duty  but  the  privilege  of  the  Relief  Society  to  instruct  and 
give  counsel  to  them.  To  those,  though  they  are  not  poor 
physically,  help  must  be  given  so  as  to  assist  them  to 
qualify  themselves   for  the   duties  of  life. 

To  my  mind  the  breadth  of  the  duties  of  this  organiza- 
tion can  scarcely  be  measured.  They  are  multitudinous. 
It  is  a  good  thing  for  those  who  are  engaged  in  the  work 
to  acquaint  and  prepare  themselves  with  prayer  and  study, 
so  that  they  may  be  able  to  impart  to  others  what  they 
have  learned  and  experienced.  It  is  a  good  thing  for  the 
General  Board  to  visit,  as  much  as  they  can,  the  stake  and 
ward  organizations.  What  for,  I  ask?  To  set  an  example 
for  them,  if  necessary.  These  may  be  considered  small 
things,  but  I  want  to  tell  you  that  the  power  of  example  is 
far  greater  and  more  effective  than  all  the  words  they 
can  speak  to  you.  There  is  a  mighty  responsibility  resting 
upon  the  General  Board  of  the  Relief  Society  of  the  Church. 
Personally,  I  should  not  thank  members  of  the  General  Board 
to  go  to  visit  a  stake  unless  they  could  set  such  an  example 
as  the  members  of  that  stake  would  expect  an  angel  to  set 
if  one  should  come  to  them.  I  will  here  take  the  liberty 
to  say  to  the  General  Board  that  it  is  expected  of  them 
that  they  will  first  keep  the  commandments  of  God  and 
then  go  out  and  teach  them.  If  they  do  not  come  to  you 
so,  let  us  know,  and  we  will  make  a  change  that  will  be 
beneficial  to  all  concerned,  and  such  instructors  will  be 
sent  you  as  can  set  the  proper  examples  if  they  can  be 
found.  I  say  this  from  a  sense  of  duty,  for  I  stand  as  a 
watchman  upon  the  towers  of  Zion. 

There  is  too  much  idle  gossip  and  talk  indulged  in 
by  most  women.  The  teacher  who  comes  to  my  house, 
comes  to  teach,  and  as  such  it  is  required  that 
he  be  respected.  He  does  not  come  to  gossip,  but 
to  see  if  I  am  living  according  to  the  teachings  of  the  gospel, 


and  to  see  if  I  am  doing  my  duty.  They  come  to  me  in  a 
sacred  capacity,  and  they  have  a  sacred  duty  to  perform, 
and  gossip  and  other  idle  and  useless  things  are  not  parts 
of  the  purpose  of  their  mission  to  my  house.  So  it  is  with 
your  duty  when  you  visit  the  homes  of  others.  You  go 
to  help  them,  and  not  to  talk  or  gossip.  When  you  go  to 
the  poor  you  go  to  see  if  they  are  in  need.  You  must  see 
to  it  that  they  are  not  in  need  from  their  own  neglect  or 
idleness.  If  it  is  the  fatherless  or  motherless  you  go  to 
learn  the  needs  of  that  child.  Look  after  such  a  child.  See 
that  it  is  put  on  a  plane  with  other  children  so  that  it 
will  not  be  handicapped. 

If  you  come  to  my  home  for  a  contribution  for  any 
of  these  purposes  tell  me  plainly  and  at  once  what  the 
purpose  of  the  call  is  for  and  I  will  contribute,  so  will 
others.  Do  not  be  ashamed.  It  is  your  duty  to  come  there 
for  such  contributions.  Practically  everybody  will  be  con- 
siderate.    These  are  temporal  things,  but  they  are  important. 

You  know  all  these  things,  of  course,  you  have  heard 
them  many  times.  I  have  spoken  as  I  have  because  these 
ideas  came  to  me  here. 

One  of  the  best  things  I  ever  saw  was  on  a  trip  to 
one  of  the  stakes  at  a  great  distance  from  here.  I  had 
only  arrived  when  the  president  came  to  me  and  asked  me 
to  go  with  him  and  visit  the  sick.  In  the  village  was  an 
indigent  family  which  had  just  come  there  from  the  .southern 
states.  The  mother  was  seriously  ill  with  malarial  fever. 
The  children  were  practically  helpless  and  the  father  was 
discouraged  and  did  not  know  what  to  do.  It  was  to  the 
home  of  this  family  that  we  went  first.  While  there  a -lady 
came  in  with  a  basket  of  provisions,  and  went  immediately 
to  the  bed  of  the  sick  woman  and  asked  what  she  could 
do.  After  administering  to  her  wants  in  as  far  as  it  was 
possible  for  her  to  do,  the  woman  placed  the  provisions  on 
the  table  and  then  prepared  the  children  for  their  supper. 
After  they  had  eaten  and  had  become  comfortable  she  put 
them  to  bed.  I  asked  her  how  long  she  intended  to'  remain 
there,  and  continue  to  help  the  family.  She  replied  that 
she  would  stay  until  relieved  by  another.  I  asked  if  other 
sick  were  cared  for  in  the  village  in  that  way.  She  said  they 
were,  and  added  that  the  president  of  the  Relief  Society  had 
them  all  in  mind.  I  said  that  that  was  beautiful  and  that 
the  people  there  were  working  exactly  in  accordance  with 
the  purposes  of  the  Relief  Society.  Will  not  the  Lord 
bless  such  people  for  their  work?-  Indeed  he  will.  The  very 
name  of  the  Relief  Society  indicates  that,  and  that  truly  is 
the  work  intended  for  it. 


Remember  that  this  organization  came  from  the  Priest- 
hood of  God.  Sisters,  don't  allow  your  selfish  prejudices 
to  prevent  your  sympathy  from  extending  to  all  under  your 
care.  Let  your  sympathies  expand,  not  only  to  your  own 
circle,  but  let  your  care  extend  as  high  as  the  heavens  above 
you.  Whatever  interferes  with  the  Kingdom  of  God  inter- 
feres with  me  and  my  peace.  Let  nothing  low  or  small, 
or  contemptible  govern  your  motives  or  actions.  Such 
small  motives  of  selfish  consideration  are  not  worthy  of 
the  children  ot  the  kingdom  nor  of  Latter-day  Saints.  We 
ought  to  be  big  enough  to  take  in  the  whole  human  family. 

We  want  no  jealousies  and  no  prejudices.  We  want 
liberality  of  mind  and  heart  in  Relief  Society  work.  This 
organization  stands  for  the  kingdom  of  God.  It  stands  for 
the  people  of  God,  for  righteousness,  for  justice,  for  good  and 
for  more  good  all  the  time.  It  does  not  stand  for  evil. 
Nothing  should  be  permitted  to  enter  your  minds  that  would 
militate  against  the  kingdom  of  God.  There  is  nothing  better 
nor  greater.  Do  not  allow  selfishness  to  come  into  your 
work.     You   must  rise   above  individuality  in  it. 

As  some  of  the  audience  are  citizens  from  the  various 
states,  including  Utah,  Arizona  and  probably  Wyoming, 
Idaho  and  others,  I  wish  to  say,  let  us  be  loyal  to  the 
country  and  to  the  states  in  which  we  live.  And  in  no 
way  can  you  show  greater  loyalty  than  in  living  the  princi- 
ples of  the  Gospel.  None  can  show  better  loyalty  than  by 
living  lives  of  morality,  righteousness  and  justice.  Those 
who  are  loyal  to  these  principles  of  the  gospel  will  be  loyal 
to  the  land  in  which  they  live.  I  expect  to  remain  loyal  to 
the  present  administration  of  the  United  States  until  it  has 
completed  its  term,  if  I  live  that  long. 

It  is  the  duty  of  all  to  sustain  the  President  of  the 
United  States  and  the  other  officials.  It  is  the  duty  of  all 
alsi"-  to  sustain  other  officials  and  help  them  to  perform  their 
duties,  ft  is  the  duty  of  the  people  of  this  city  to  sustain 
the  present  city  administration.  This  city  is  now  freer 
and  purer  from  contamination  than  it  has  been  for  years. 
Let  us  help  the  officials  to  continue  their  good  work. 

I  have  always  held  it  wrong  to  criticise  those  who  -ad- 
minister the  affairs  of  our  government.  I  expect  to  live  out 
the  present  administration  of  these  United  States,  but  no 
man  will  hear  me  criticise,  nor  find  fault  with  the  men  at 
the  head  of  it.  If  I  do  criticise  it  will  be  for  or  against 
principles,  not  men.  But  the  individual  is  there  by  voice 
of  the  majority  of  the  people,  and  as  such  he  should  be 
sustained.  I  am  loyal  to  the  national,  the  state  and  the  city 
governments.  Why?  Because  I  believe  they  are  trying 
to  do  the  best  they  can.     It  is  a  shame  when  any  Latter- 


day  Saint  does  not  build  up  public  men  who  are  honestly 
trying  to  do  the  best  they  know  how.  It  is  the  same  with 
the  Governor  of  the  State  as  with  the  national  officials. 
If  the  Governor  of  this  state  makes  mistakes,  that  is  no 
more  than  we  all  do.  Let  us  be  true  to  our  Governor  as 
to  our  national,  and  state  and  city  officers.  The  true  Latter- 
day  Saint  is  the  highest  type  of  citizen  that  this  world  can 
produce.  Show  me  a  Latter-day  Saint,  and  I  will  show  you 
a  man  or  a  woman  who  will  never  betray  a  trust  nor  go 
back  on  a  friend. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  here  with  my  brothers,  President 
Francis  M.  Lyman  and  Brother  Melvin  Ballard.  I  have  been 
acquainted  With  President  Lyman  all  my  life  and  I  have 
never  known  him  to  be  aught  but  high-minded,  upright  and 
true  to  every  trust,  in  civil,  social  and  religious  life.  Here 
is  Brother  Smoot.  I  have  known  him  since  he  was  born 
and  I  can  testify  that  he  has  always  been  clean,  true  and 
faithful  to  every  trust.  As  a  husband,  father,  friend  and 
public  officer  his  record  has  been  spotless  and  clean.  As 
a  man  he  won  the  respect  and  confidence  of  his  fellow  men ; 
and  as  a  senator  he  has  merited  and  gained  the  praise  and 
confidence  of  all  those  with  whom  he  has  come  in  contact 
in  his  wide  and  varied  experience.  His  course  has  been 
above  reproach.  I  want  to  say  that  any  man  or  woman 
who  is  true  to  the  interests  of  the  State  of  Utah  will  be  true 
to  these  men.  And  any  man  who  is  not  a  friend  to  these 
men  is  not  a  friend  to  me.  I  hope  you  will  be  true  to  every 
requirement. 

The  Lord  bless  our  dear  "Aunt  Em"  Wells.  We  all 
know  her  for  what  she  is.  She  was  selected  because  of  her 
age  and  long  experience  with  the  work  of  this  Society  to 
stand  at  the  head  thereof.  She  is  young  yet,  only  twenty- 
five  years  old,  for  she  has  a  birthday  but  once  in  four  years. 
We  hope  she  will  live  and  be  inspired  to  do  her  whole  duty 
as  president  of  this  great  organization.  We  feel  to  bless 
and  sustain  her  as  a  woman  who  has  remained  true  to  this 
work  from  her  earliest  girlhood.  She  received  the  testimony 
of  the  truth  of  this  Gospel  when  she  was  but  a  girl.  And 
she  has  kept  that  bright  within  her  soul  all  these  years.  We 
may  study  all  the  books  and  sciences  of  this  world,  but  we 
will  find  that  there  is  nothing  so  sure,  so  satisfying  as  the 
Spirit  of  God  that  gives  us  light  and  truth  and  which 
takes  of  the  things  of  the  Father  and  leads  us  into  all 
truth. 

Therefore,  when  you  receive  this  Spirit  you  cannot  go 
astray,  if  you  will  listen  to  its  promptings.  God  bless  vou 
all. 


FOREWORD. 

The  General  Board  of  the  Relief  Society  herewith  lay 
before  the  officers  and  members  of  our  organzation  a  Guide 
to  Four  Courses  of  Study.  In  the  past  we  have  deemed  it  of 
more  profit  to  the  several  Stakes  to  prepare  their  own  work, 
each  Stake  thus  benefiting  by  that  individual  effort  and 
experience.  Now,  it  becomes  our  pleasing  duty  to  present 
to  you  a  unified  plan  for  work  which,  we  hope,  is  broad 
enough  and  of  sufficient  scope  for  all  needs  and  desires. 

This  first  year's  work  is  largely  experimental,  on  our 
part  at  least,  and  we  give  it  to  you  in  that  spirit.  With  the 
exception  of  the  Lessons  in  Genealogy,  which  answer  for  this 
year  as  your  Theological  work,  the  lessons  are  optional. 
We  believe  that  you  will  all  find  something  here  which  will 
aid  you  and  assist  you  in  your  spiritual,  mental  and  physi- 
cal development. 

We  ask  all  wards  to  take  the  lessons  in  Genealogy.  It 
may  be  that  some  Stakes  have  covered  the  ground  of  the 
lessons  in  Literature,  Art,  or  Home  Gardens  for  Women.  If 
this  be  so,  you  may  substitute  other  topics,  provided  the 
lessons  to  be  substituted  are  submitted  to  the  General  Board 
for  approval  and  suggestion.  We  do  not  desire  to  disarrange 
any  work  that  you  may  already  have  in  course  of  study, 
but  we  feel  to  ask  your  generous  and  whole-hearted  support 
in  this  new  move  we  are  making. 

The  lessons  in  Genealogy  will  be  made  much  clearer  to 
you  if  you  purchase  the  Lesson  Book  provided  by  the 
Genealogical  Society  of  Utah.  We  have  made  arrange- 
ments with  that  Society  to  sell  these  books  to  our  members 
for  20  cents ;  the  retail  price  being  25  cents.  Each 
ward  should  surely  have  one  or  more  of  these  books,  and 
we  will  forward  them  on  receipt  of  the  price.  It  was  decided 
to  hold  a  Genealogical  Convention  at  our  next  April  Con- 
ference, you  remember,  and  there  your  delegates  will  be 
more  fully  instructed  in  this  art,  and  will,  on  their  return,  be 
able  to  assist  you  in  this  lesson  work.  Meanwhile,  the  first 
three  lessons  have  been  arranged  so  that  they  can  be  taken 
without  that  assistance. 

For  the  lessons  in  Literature,  the  Autobiography  of 
Benjamin  Franklin  will  furnish  the  text.  We  have  made 
arrangements  with  the  Deseret  News  Book  Store  so  that  you 
can  purchase  these  books  for  thirty  cents,  postpaid.  We  ask 
each  ward  to  purchase  at  least  one  of  these  books,  as  we  are 
under  obligations  to  dispose  of  a  great  number  in  order  to 
reach  that  price. 


The  Guide  Committee  will  prepare  and  send  out  to  you 
a  quarterly  bulletin  with  lesson  demonstrations  to  give 
assistance  to  you  in  your  outline  work.  All  of  these  pamph- 
lets and  circulars  will  be  furnished  you  free  of  cost  for  this 
year,  in  order  to  introduce  this  work  as  easily  and  success- 
fully as  possible. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Public  Health  Board,  bulle- 
tins on  health  topics  will  be  furnished  free  to  all  the  wards 
who  write  for  them.  We  will  also  give  you  help  in  procuring 
bulletins  from  our  Government  at  Washington  to  assist  in 
the  Home  Gardening  lessons.  In  this  way  we  have  sought  to 
provide  you  with  assistance  for  each  course  of  study,  and  at 
a  nominal  cost. 

The  General  Board  commend  you  with  all  their  hearts 
for  your  patient  and  noble  self-sacrifice  in  every  line  of 
endeavor,  and  we  pray  our  Heavenly  Father  to  bless  you  in 
your  future  labors,  as  He  has  done  in  the  past,  not  forgetting 
to  add  His  blessings  to  us,  your  co-workers,  in  our  efforts 
to  be  of  service  to  the  great  and  glorious  cause  of  Relief 
Society  work.

It  will  be  good  news  to  our  sisters  to  learn  that  this 
Society  has  established  a  Home  for  the  lodging  of  women  and 
girls  who  come  to  this  city  and  who  desire  a  safe  and  suitable 
place  to  remain  while  here.  Our  prices  have  been  placed  at 
the  lowest  living  rate  so  that  we  can  accommodate  those  of 
limited  means ;  but  we  are  not  able  to  offer  a  free  home  to 
anyone.  Our  Home  is  at  30  West  North  Temple,  directly 
opposite  the  north  gate  of  the  Temple  Block,  and  therefore  in 
the  heart  of  the  city.  All  conditions  are  ideal  for  privacy  and 
security  of  women  without  a  protector. 

In  connection  with  this  Home  we  have  opened  an  Employ- 
ment Bureau,  for  the  benefit  of  our  girls  who  come  here  to 
find  places  to  work.  The  Home  will  give  them  protection 
while  within  its  walls,  and  the  Employment  Bureau  will  find 
them  as  good  and  reliable  places  as  possible  for  us  to  find. 
We  have  a  good  Latter-day  Saint  matron  at  the  head  of  the 
Home  who  will  give  her  time  and  her  good  counsel  to  such 
as  may  need  both.  Sisters,  if  your  girls  will  come  to  the 
city  for  work  we  invite  you  to  send  them  to  the  Home,  where 
they  can  at  least  receive  guidance  and  assistance. 

The  rules  of  the  house  are  not  severe,  but  we  require  that 
girls  who  are  with  us  shall  observe  them.  Only  those  of  good 
moral  character  and  who  are  also  willing  to  comply  with  the 
rules  are  welcome.  When  places  are  found,  it  is  imperative 
that  the  girls  shall  not  disappoint  those  who  have  engaged 
them.
